Flandreau, S. D., June 
21.—Mrs. 


Moses Kaufmann, wife of a wealthy 
Sioux Falls brewer, was last night 
found guilty of manslaughter in the 
first degree, the charge being that she 
tortured to death Agnes Polreis, a 10- 
year-old servant girl in her employ. 
The case has been 
bitterly1 fought, 


with all the wealth and social and 
business prestige of the Kaufmann's 
pitted against the sentiment that jus-, 
tice be done, although the victim was 
a po.or foreigner, practically unknown 
and friendless. 


The sudden verdict 
was a great 


surprise and Mrs. Kauffman and her 
relatives were stunned. Her attorneys 
immediately moved for a new trial 
and arguments to that effect will be 
heard at Yankton October 10. October 
21 has been set for passing sentence 
upon 
Mrs. 
Kauffman, her bond of 


$25,000 standing meanwhile. This will 
insure her liberty until uctober 21. 


The minimum penalty for the crime 


is four years' imprisonment at hard 
labor. 
. 
; 


* The case went to the jury yesterday 


evening, the instructions of the Court 
being extremely lengthy and impar- 
tial. The defense sought to show tha' 
the girl died of diabetes and denied 
everything in the 
cruelty charges. 


The trial ordinarily would have taken 
place in Sioux Falls, but the defense 
by hard work 
secured a change of 


venue on the ground that sentiment 
.in the woman's home city 
was so 


rabid that Mrs; Kaufmann could not 
be giyen an impartial 
hearing. Ac- 


cordingiy the case was sent here. The 
people of Flandeau knew only 
the 


general details of the alleged murder 
when the trial was opened and had no 
particular leaning one way or 
the 


other, but the evidence against Mrs. 
Kaufmann has been so 
sensational 


that the feeling now is markedly bit- 
ter. 


Agnes Polreis was compelled to earn 


a living and in seeking employment 
encountered Mrs. Kaufmann. It 
is 


charged that soon after she took the 
position Mrs. Kaufmann began a ser- 
ies of abuses that eventually caused 
the girl's death. 


Peter Eriekson, formerly a 
hired 


man with the Kaufmann family, sup- 
ported the general theory of the al- 
leged horribly brutal 
treatment 
of 


Miss Polreis by Mrs. Kaufmann. He 
said that one day. lie saw Mrs. Kauf- 
mann pouring boiling water on 
the 


girl after she had fallen to the floor 
from sheer exhaustion. 


Witnesses, including physicians and 


nurses, testified that Miss Polreis had 
sustained several wounds on the head, 
three at the base of the skull, and 
cuts and bruises sufficient 
to 
have 


caused her death. The wounds on the 
shoulder blade were gangrenous, ac- 
cording to the trained nurse who at- 
tended Agnes. It also wasjjhown that 
Mr, Kaufmann gabbed a broomstick 
into the maid's ribs and caused her 
to bathe her feet in ashes soaked with 
water, forming 
lye, which 
proved 


painful.

IN A STREETCAR 


NARROWLY ESCAPES BEATH 


An Air Drake Expert in Showing His New De- 


vice nn West Ehurch Street Lnst 


Control of His Car 


And Car Jumped the Track Catching Richardson's Rig 


Wbicb Was Dashed Against a House Instantly 


Killing His Horse. 


The most peculiar street car accident 


"which ever occurred in 
this 
city, 


nearly cost the life of Charles C. Rich- 
ardson, contractor and builder, of 227 
Johns street. The accident occurred 
at Eleventh and West Church street 
about 4:30 o'clock Thursday afternoon. 


There is a difference of opinion re- 


garding the cause of the accident but 
the story of an eye witness to the 
affair gives it as follows. 


The traction people have recently 


been equipping their interurban cars 
•with a new air 
brake 
device, 
the 


Westinghouse automatic air 
brakes. 


An expert has been at the car barns 
for several weeks superintending the 
experiments 
and c\vas 
trying 
the 


brakes which were recently attached 
to car No. 66. 


The car had been running back and 


forth between Eleventh street 
and 


the car barns during the late after- 
noon and several nice stops were made 
•with the new brakes. 


The test was completed, and ac- 


cording to the officers of the company, 
the operator was about to turn the 
car by running onto Eleventh street 
and back on Church street and thence 
to the car barns. 


The car was coming eastward 
on 


Church street, approaching the Elev- 
enth street switch. The eye witness 
says that the car was going at a good 
speed and that as the car neared the 
switch, the air whistle was sounded 
franticly, a number of blasts being 
sounded. 


The big motor erased through the 


switch, the front 
truck continuing 


east on Church street, while the rear 
trucks split the 
switch point 
and 


whirled around the 
Eleventh street 


curve. 


The momentum of the car was so 


great that the rear trucks 
left 
the 


rails when about half way round "ie 
curve and the wheels ran across the 
pavement and crashed ' against 
the 


grocery store at the Eleventh street 
corner. 


Charles Richards, the injured man, 


was driving north on Eleventh street, 
and was about to turn east on Church 
when 
the 
accident occurred. 
The 


crash caught his horse and wagon be- 
tween the car and 
the building. A 


big pile of paving brick stacked up 
on the sidewalk made the 
accident 


more complicated. The horse was in- 
stantly killed, its neck being broken 
and head being crushed. 


The fact that Mr. Richardson was 


caught unawares and had no time to 
jump probably saved 
his 
life. 
The 


wagon stopped the oncoming car and

Mr. Bebb was appointed pension 
examiner under Lincoln and was a warm supporter of Grant. He was a verf 
peculiar but broad minded and conscientious man, doing much for the com- 
monwealths In which he lived. After the breaking up of the Tennessee colony 
be returned to Illinois, where he died at his home in Hockford in 1873.

all the way from Portland with me. 
The weather is still simply delight- 
ful, not a drop of rain since I 
left 


home. 
The gentleman that I men- 


tion above is in love with Los An- 
geles and says that 
Seattle comes 


next, but I think that Seattle is way 
ahead in every thing except climate 
and fruits. 


It is rather chilly up there and I 


had to wear an overcoat all the time. 
Here's where I stop, take a smoke and 
go to bed. 


June 11—I am at the Salt Air bath- 


ing pavilion, the 
great 
palace of 


amusement on Salt Lake. In the sec- 
ond story of this building is the larg- 
est dancing hall I have ever seen. It 
is 200 by "OO feet and the sides are 
of glass next to the lake. The struc- 
ture is two aud one-h-ilf miies out in 
the lake and it draws a fine business. 
I took in a grand concert at the Tab- 
ernacle today and will take in the city 
next.
